AN OPPORTUNITY FOR GOOD CITIZENS 
During the official life of the present Scott County 
grand jury good citizens of the county have a splendid 
opportunity to advance the cause of good citizenship. 
At the same time members of the grand jury have been 
entrusted with the duty of doing so. 
It is understood that a special duty of the grand 
jury.will be to inquire into the extent of juvenile de­ 
linquency and to assist in bringing to justice those who 
may be found guilty of such delinquency or in any way 
responsible for it. 
It is all too evident to wide-awake citizens nf Scott 
county that juvenile delinquency does exist and in far 
too great a degree for common decency and social safety. 
As is true in practically every case of juvenile delinquen­ 
cy at any time and in any place, m a n y Scott county par- 
' nLs ar° contributing to such misbehavior. Someone 
has well said that there is no juvenile delinquency— 
it is all adult delinquency. 
The law recognizes the responsibility parents and 
other adults have in connection with the behavior of 
children. In a bulletin issued this month from the of­ 
fice of the Honorable John M. Dalton. Attorney General 
of Missouri, it is stated: 
“Circuit courts in third and fourth class 
counties with population of less than 50.000 
each have power to issue orders regarding cus­ 
tody of neglected children and authority to di­ 
rect the sheriff to take physical custody of such 
children to carry out the court’s order. The 
sheriff or any other person wilfully or know­ 
ingly disobeying such an order may be found 
in contempt of court.” 
Such authority for a circuit judge would enable 
Judge Gilmore to order any delinquent child taken away 
from the parent or guardian who is unable properly to 
govern that child or refuses to do so. Thus the parent and 
guardian is made to assume all or part of the guilt of a 
delinquent child. 
It is evident that there are too many parents who 
are in that category—parents who can not or will not 
control the behavior of their children. Such uncontrol­ 
lable children become menaces to society and Scott 
county has its share of them. The grand jury is charged 
with the job of locating the guilty ones and helping to 
bring them to justice. According to well-founded rumor, 
the juvenile delinquency now prevailing in Scott county 
includes use and peddling of dope, stealing, licentious­ 
ness and other deplorable conduct. 
A special form of juvenile delinquency which is 
well known and for which adults are more or less re­ 
sponsible is that of sexual misconduct. Health official 
report many cases where Negro girls as young as 1‘2 
years appear at pre-natal clinics, having become preg­ 
nant by men not their husbands. 
The law designates sexual intercourse with a girl 
under 16 years of age as rape on the part of the re­ 
sponsible boy or man, whether or not the girl consents 
thereto. 
If all the human devils of Scott county that are 
guilty of mistreating these girls could be brought to 
justice, the jail at Benton wouldn’t hold them at one 
time. They should be brought to justice. They can be 
brought to justice. 
But these miserable human wretches can not and 
will not be brought to justice upless and until the gooil 
people of Scott county want it done. 
If the people of Scott county who obey the law and 
want others to obey it— if these people, or a consider­ 
able number of them, will give the members of the grand 
jury and other peace officers their moral support, will 
volunteer information concerning such crime as they 
know to exist, will tell the grand jury ALL the truth 
when asked to do so, will give the sheriff and prosecuting 
attorney such information as every good citizen should 
voluntarily give— then juvenile delinquency in Scott 
county can be reduced to a minimum, and our boys and 
girls can all become the fine and upright citizens they 
ought to become and which they really want to become. 
Responsibility can not be shunned by saying, "The 
grand jury hasn’t asked me to testify.” Members ol the 
grand jury and county officers do not always know 
whom to ask for information. They can’t see and know 
about all law violations; they need help. If ere in Sikeston 
are 30 or more Christian churches, with Hundreds and 
hundreds of members in addition to the pastors. These 
people have a special obligation—now, not next month, 
but now— to assist in a positive way, in a possible way 
in a necessary way, to help rid Sikeston and all of Scott 
county of the cancer of juvenile delinquency and im­ 
morality which is tending to harm and degrade our 
young people— our most pricesless possessions.

S. airmen imprisoned inside China. 
The State Department gave this

broad hint that Red China was try- 
! ing to coax the United States into a 
deal.

The Red broadcast alluded to the 
11 U. S. airmen held as “spies’* 
(and said the United States would 
jbe flouting international law if It 
held the 35 Chinese students in re­ 
taliation for the jailing of the air­ 
men 
Playing Game 
The way the two m atters were 
linked was interpreted by some dip­ 
lomats at the United Nations as 
meaning the Chinese Communists 
were seeking to play a hostage 
game while trying to save face and 
put the onus on the United States. 
White said the airm en and the 
; Chinese students were in entirely 
different categories. The airmen, 
shot down and captured two years 
ago during the Korean War, are 
! legally prisoners of war and entltl-* 
jed to full international rights as 
such, he said. The students are ci- 
i vilians whose cases are still under 
j study, he added. 
White recalled that the Chinese 
student situation was studied, along 
with Korea prisoner of war prob­ 
lems, at the Geneva Far E a s t 
Peace Conference last summer. 
He repeated U. S. accusations 
that Red China, in holding the air­ 
men and sentencing them to long 
prison terms, is violating the Korea 
prisoner agreement as well as in­ 
ternational law and general rules 
of international conduct. 
The Chinese students have been 
in this country since before t h e 
Communists took over China in 
1949. At Geneva, on May 26, Red 
China Delegate Huang Hua told a 
iipws conference the United States 
v\ i s h o lin g \0 0 0 Chinese students. 
Two days later. White told news­ 
men the figure was blown up out of 
all proportion. Both sides at the 
time ruled out any deal. 
According to a 1951 registration 
of the Chinese students, the total 
actually was 4,500. Of these, de­

Department officials said the 124 
Chinese denied permission to leave 
the country were recently resur­ 
veyed.

The remaining 62 
were interviewed and it was decid­ 
ed 27 could return home, leaving 
35 whose cases are still under con­ 
sideration. Of the 27 granted per­ 
mission to leave, about a dozen 
already have left.

AN OPPORTUNITY FOR GOOD CITIZENS 


During the official life of the present Scott County 
grand jury good citizens of the county nave a splendid 
opportunity to advance the cause of good citizenship. 
At the same time members of the grand jury have been 
entrusted with the duty of doing so. 
It is understood that a special duty of the grand 
jury. will be to inquire into the extent of juvenile de­ 
linquency and to assist in bringing to justice those who 
may be found guilty of such delinquency or in any way 
responsible for it. 
It is all too evident to wide-awake citizens of Scott 
county that juvenile delinquency does exist and in far 
too great a degree for common decency and social safety. 
As is true in practically every case of juvenile delinquen­ 
cy at any time and in any place, many Scott county par­ 
ers s sr” contributing to such misbehavior. Someone 
has well said that there is no juvenile delinquency— 
it is all adult delinquency. 
The law recognizes the responsibility parents and 
other adults have in connection with the behavior of 
children. In a bulletin issued this month from the of­ 
fice of the Honorable John M. Dalton. Attorney General 
of Missouri, it is stated: 
“Circuit courts in third and fourth class 
counties with population of less than 50,000 
each have power to issue orders regarding cus­ 
tody of neglected children and authority to di­ 
rect the sheriff to take physical custody of such 
children to carry out the court’s order. The 
sheriff or any other person wilfully or know­ 
ingly disobeying such an order may be found 
in contempt of court.” 
Such authority for a circuit judge would enable 
Judge Gilmore to order any delinquent child taken away 
from the parent or guardian who is unable properly to 
govern that child or refuses to do so. Thus the parent and 
guardian is made to assume all or part of the guilt of a 
delinquent child. 
It is evident that there are too many parents who 
are in that category—parents who can not or will not 
control the behavior of their children. Such uncontrol­ 
lable children become menaces to society and Scott 
county has its share of them. The grand jury is charged 
with the job of locating the guilty ones and helping to 
bring them to justice. According to well-founded rumor, 
the juvenile delinquency now prevailing in Scott county 
includes use and peddling of dope, stealing, licentious­ 
ness and other deplorable conduct. 
A special form of juvenile delinquency which is 
well known and for which adults are more or less re­ 
sponsible is that of sexual misconduct. Health official 
report many cases where Negro girls as young as 12 
years appear at pre-natal clinics, having become preg­ 
nant by men not their husbands. 
The law designates sexual intercourse with a girl 
under 16 years of age as rape on the part of the re­ 
sponsible boy or man, whether or not the girl consents 
thereto. 
If all the human devils of Scott county that are 
guilty of m istreating these girls could be brought to 
justice, the jail at Benton w ouldst hold them at one 
time. They should be brought to justice. They can be 
brought to justice. 
But the.se miserable human wretches can not and 
will not be brought to justice lipless and until the goad 
people of Scott county want it done. 
If the people of Scott county who obey the law and 
want others to obey it— if these people, or a consider­ 
able number of them, will give the members of the grand 
jury and other peace officers their moral support, will 
volunteer information concerning such crime as they 
know to exist, will tell the grand jury ALL the truth 
when asked to do so, will give the sheriff and prosecuting 
attorney such information as every good citizen should 
voluntarily give— then juvenile delinquency in Scott 
county can be reduced to a minimum, and our boys and 
girls can all become the fine and upright citizens they 
ought to become and which they really want to become. 
Responsibility can not be shunned by saying, ‘The 
grand jury hasn t asked me to testify.” Members ol the 
grand jury and county officers do not always know 
whom to ask for information. They can’t see and know 
about all law violations; they need help. if ere in Sikeston 
are 30 or more Christian churches, with Hundreds and 
hundreds of members in addition to the pastors. These 
people have a special obligation— now, not next month, 
but now— to assist in a positive way, in a possible way 
in a necessary way, to help rid Sikeston and all of Scott 
county of the cancer of juvenile delinquency and im­ 
morality which is tending to harm and degrade our 
young people— our most pricesless possessions.
